The Japanese riogotiating team. which amved here Thursday, dccid-'. 
cd to return to Tokyo Sunday after its members and U.S. representa- 
tives were unable to make measurable headway in resolving the Ameri- 
can complaint that Japanese government purchasing practices discrimi- 
nate against imports, a Japanese ofTicial said. 

The oftlcial held out the possibility that the imposition of trade sanc- 
tions against Tokyo could lead to a further rupture in the negotiations, 
which arc intended to open the lucrative Japanese market to foreign 

— products. — 

Under a deadline set by the United States, the two countnes had until 
Sunday to reach an agreement that would lead to the Japanese govern- 
ment’s buying more foreign-made medical products and telecommuni- 
cations equipment.

“This is the first time since he was 
alive lhat I was' able to support us."

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Study: America’s elderly receive 
mainy inappropriate medications 


- CHICAGO (AP) — More .than 6.6 
million elderly American!; not in 
nursing homes arc prescribed a darv 
gerous or inappropriate medication 
every year, researchers say. 

■Use of such medications cah cause 
people to lose their balance or faint, 
resulting in serious injury and death. 

-Uconaisorob them-of-lhcir-ability-to— 
think clearly and remember, causing 
them to wind up in a nursing home. 

In a few instances; such medica- 
tions can also have tokic side. effects, 
such as shutting down the production 
of blood cells in the bone marrow. 

People receiving such drugs are 
•‘onen placed at risk for loss of their 
memory, loss of their balance and 
mental slowing." the study's co- 
author, Dr. StcfTic Woolhandler. said 
in a telephone interview from 
Boston, where she is an associate 
professor of medicine at the 
Cambridge Hospital and Harvard 
Medical School. 

The study was published in 
Wednesday's Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

Critics of the study complained 
that its research is outdated and that 
there is disagreement among doctors 
about what drugs are inappropriate 
for elderly people. 

Woolhandler herself cautioned that ‘ 
no one should stop taking a prescrip- 
tion drug without consulting a doc- 
tor. "Some of these drugs ... have 
severe withdrawal symptoms, and 
sometimes fataf withdrawal symp- 
toms." she said. 

The study, involving 6.171 people 
over age 65, was based on 1987 fed-' 
era! survey data, the most recent 
available, Woolhandler said. 

Previous studies looked at nursing 
home patients; this was the first to 
examine the medicines prescribed to 
elderly people not in_ institutions, 
Woolhandler said.- 

People in the study were consid- 
ered to be using inappropriate drugs 
ifthey were taking any of 20 medica- 
tions that a panel of independent 
.experts said in 1991 .should always 
be avoided by the elderly.

Anti-crime bill may not 
fully deliver, critics say

WASHINGTON — It sounds for- 
midable enough to mtike a hardened 
'Criminal cringe: 100.000 new police 
ofneers, $30 billion and expanded 
use ofthe death penalty. 

After years of never quite being 
able to pull the trigger, the federal 
government is finally ready to jump 
smack into the middle of the war 
against violent street crime. 
America's No. 1 public enemy. 

But as congressional leadcr.s 
agreed last week on what President 
Clinton called "the toughest, largest, 

. smartest federal attack on crime in 
the l\istory of our country," critics 
^cautioned that what the huge bill 
'promises — including those 
100,000 new police — maymever 
be fully delivered. 

There is no question that the plan, 
expected to win final approval in 
the next week or two. is the largest 
anti-crime measure ever. Its $30 bil- 
lion in spending over six years is 
three times the current annual bud- 
get for the Justice Department, the

The most common drugs used 
were the anticoagulant dipyridamole, 
belter known as Pcrsantinc; the pain 
reliever propoxyphene, better known 
-as Darvon.Compound;-and-tbc-antU- 
licpressant amitriptyline, better 
known as Elavil. 

High use rates were also found for 
the diabetes drug chloipropamidc. or 
Diabinese; the tranquilizer diazepam, 
or Valium; the' arthritis, drug 
indomethacin. or Indocin; and the 
tranquilizer chlordtazcpoxidc. or 
Librium. 

Critics of the study disputed the 
authors' claim that doctors' prescrib- 
ing practices havc.not changed sig- 
nificantly since. 1987. And they 
argued that not every drug on the list 
is truly harmful or dangerous. 

"Some of the drugs she thinks are 
unacceptable are considered impor- 
tant by others in the academic field.” 
said Steve Bcrchcm. a spokesman for 
the Pharmaceutical Research and 
Manufacturers of America, an indus- 
try group in Wa.shington. 

Dr. Ronald Shorr, a geriatrician at 
Vanderbilt University School of 
Medicine, agreed but said that the 
study's "general ihcm<5"arc correct 
and that many elderly people a{c 
given inappropriate medication. 

Dr. Jerry H. Gurwiiz of Brigham 
and Women's Hospital and Harvaid 
Medical School said the study 
uncovered only "the tip of the ice- 
berg." 

Some inappropriate medications ' 
weren't included, .said Ciurwitz. who 
did nut participate in the work. Also, 
the study didn't account for adverse 
drug interactions or excessive doses, 
he said. 

On the other hand. Gurwiiz said in 
an editorial accompanying the study, 
undcrmcdication was not considered. 
Elderly patients with spreading can- 
cer often get inadequate pain relief, 
and depressed elderly patients who 
could benefit from drugs often don't 
get them, he said, citing previous 
research.

The party’s right wing has 
been preaching obstructionism, urg- 
ing GOP members of Congress to 
send the Democrats home to cam- 
paign in the fall with nothing. 

But some moderate Republicans 
fear they will he blamed, along with 
Demociais. for failing lo address 
hctilil) care problems and that could 
rencci badly on them in November. 

"The people most at risk are 
Democrats," maintained Mouse 
Minority Whip Newt Gingrich. R- 
Ca, "But 1 also'frankly think we'll 
produce a health bill. I iliink that it's 
possible to write a good bill that 
should be passed. We have every 
obligation to try to defeat a bad 
bill."

Federal investigators seek help

PENSACOLA. Fla. (AP) — ll's a 
cosmopolitan center at the base of the 
Bible' Belt, a city that beams with 
pride at its Spanish colonial heriiuge. 
its sun-bleached beaches off the emcr-” 
aid waters of the Gulf of Mexico and 
its distinction as the cnidle of naval 
aviation. 

But after the second slaying in 17 
months of a doctor outside an ubor- < 
tion'clinic. after four bombi ngs, after j 
countless confrontations tliat. have 
become routine, Pensacola is also the 
national flashpoint in the abortion 

■'We've become a kind of magnet ' 
for a small group of terrorists. It's one 
thing after another,'' said Dallas A., 
Blanchard, associate professor of .soci- ' 
ology at the University of West Rurida 
and a United Methodist minister. 

Blanchard, co-author of the'bobk 
"Religious Violence And Abortion: ' 
Tlie Gideon Project." echoed the hor- 
ror of many Pensacol.ans to I'riday's £ 
latest bloodletting: "Oh, no. Not „ 
again. Not here." 

' But he added: "It's not a reflection ^ 
’ of the community. It's a reflection of 
a small minority drawn here for ter- 
rorism — a political act designed to 
place fear in the operators of abortion 
clinics and the physicians who work 
there. It's working." 

Blanchard described the city — 
with its metropolitan population of 
344.000 located in Florida's we.stem 
panhandle near the Alabama border 

— as the "most liberal community 
east of New Orleans on the eastern 
Gulf Coast." 

It attracts a diverse mix of visimrs 

— tourists who sunbathe on the 
; sugar-white sand, visitors to the 

Naval Air Station where the U.S. 
Navy trains pilots, college kids who 
, frequent the city's trendy hangouts' 
and seafood rcstaunints.

Methods cause poor education 

It shouldn't stump school officials that our 
standardized test scores are declining in the 
Twin Falls School District. Ju.st take a look at 
some of its methods that are being used in tlic 
classroom under the guise of quality educa- 
tion. 

Mastery Learning is just one of the many 
strands of the Outcomes Driven Developmen- 
tal Model. Muster Learning allows children 
additional opportunities to rc-takc te.sts if they 
do not reach 80 percent proficiency. High- 
achieving students who reach mastery at a 
quicker pace arc left waiting on their peers un- 
til mastery is reached by all students. 

, With the teach and rc-tcach cycle, students 
arc not covering as much material. Our district 
has stated it teaches less but teaches it to masi , 
tery. Of course, the district stales that high- ' 
achieving students who pass the test initially 
arc given enrichments. Enrichments arc de- 
fined by litc district as horizonutl growth, 
which means reinforcement, not a broader 
base of knowledge. 

Another strand of ODDM that bears respon- 
sibility for declining test scores is Cooperative 
Learning. It cmpha.sizcs group conformity vs. 
individuality. Students are placed in groups of 
four that consist of one high-achieving stu- 
dent, two average students and one low- 
achieving studcnt-Whatl havdcxpcricnccd 
with my own children under this method of . 
learning is that the high-achieving student car- 
ries the group. . • 

With group learning and cumculum that is 
conicnt-popr, it is no wonder our children arc 
not performing af ihcirhighcst poicntfal.TJoi 
only are Mastery Learning and Cooperative 
Learning methods to blame, but the districtis 
shiAing from the teaching of the proven 
. method of phonics to whole language (look- 
and-say method), The district should look at 
the instructional methods that arc being used 
in the classroom vs. putting the blame on the 
diversity df our community. 

' ODDM was implemented in Pasco, Wash., 
in 1988. At a cost of $4 million, the plan has 
resulted in a drop in overall achicvcrmjpf 
scores every year since. In Pasco, tfiSystlcd 
the decline in test scores due to the non-En- 
glish-spcaking population. They then elimi- 
nated non-English-spcaking students from 
standardized test scores and the scores dtd not 
improve.

• FITSADDS - What is it? 

I will not keep you in suspense. FIT- 
SADDS means "Flush isn’t the same os ^ 
draw down, stupid"’ You really shouldn’t 
feel stupid for not knowing the difference 
between "flush" and "draw down,” as al- 
most no one docs. 

So. why is it important? It's important be- 
cause salmon smolisnccd current to get,^ 
the ocean before the biological clock that 
allows them a definite period of time to 
adapt from fresh to salt water stops running. 
■ You can demonstrate to yourself the dif- 
ference between "flush" and "draw down” 
by performing this simple experiment in 
your own bath tub. Fill you tub partly full 
of water. Let your tub represent a reservoir. 
Next add more water by using a separate 


(upstream) outside source such as your gar- 
den hose, (flushing). Notice that there is no 
current pr^uced by this until the tub starts 
(0 overflow. Now, pull the plug iri your 
both tub (draw down) and notice what hap- 
pens. , 

Similarly, using upstream water to create 
current in lower reservoirs (flushing) is 
largely futile. There simply isn't enough 
upstream water available to fill lhc reser- 
voirs to ovcrflcAving. When you draw down 
a reservoir at the dam by opening the gates, 
you immediately create current. 

In a dry year, it would take storage equal 
to 39 Lucky Peak reservoirs for 10 weeks 
Just to get smolts through the Snake system.

Belatedly, his lawyers have 
had O.J. announce a S500.000 reward 
for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the real killer of 
Nicole Brown Simpson and Ron 
Goldman. And they have set up a 
toll-free 800 number for calls for tips 
about the crime. 

The defense has flo.ated - and de- 
nied - a story about a possible ploy of 
accusing a Los Angles police detec- 
tive. Mark Fuhrman. of taking a 
bloodstained feather glove from the 
nuiTder scene to Simpson's liouse.

Fuhrman's motives, supposedly, were 
racism and self-promotion. 

Simpson's lawyers arc alreacly try- 
ing to counter any adverse evidence 
the prosecution may find in blood 
"MmplesJaken'from thcTTiurder sccnc~ 
and around OJ.'s home. They are de- 
manding part of the samples to have 
their own independent lab tests made 
at)d laying a basis for challenging the 
results of DNA testing in court if the 
results implicate their client. 

Robert Shapiro, who heads Simp- 
son's defense team, has been quick to 
charge the prosecution and. in partic- 
ular. the Los Angeles County coro- 
ner's office with sloppiness in han- 
dling critical evidence - the better to 
create doubt if damaging evidence is 
presented in court. 

Doubts arc also being raised about 
the credibility of witnesses who have 
been paifl for appearing on TV shows 
or for interviews in schlock newspa- 
pers. Next month, the California Leg- 
islature will consider a bill to prohibit 
witnesses from selling their stories to 
the media until a trial is over. 

The media are al.so helping Simp- 
son's defense by raising questions of 
racism. Polls show consistently that 
blacks ar(T much more likely than 
whites to assert that Simpson will not 
. get a (air trial. 

Only 31 percent of blacks in a 
Time/Cable News Network poll, for 


cxampli,.think O.J.’s prcliminaiy 
hearing was fair, only 45 percent feel 
the case against him is “very strong" 

• or "fairly strong." Sixty percent of 
blacks in a Newsweek poll believe 
Simpson was set up; 20 percent of 
them blame the police. 

So it's easy to sec a scenario in 
which one or more jurors cling to a- 
“reasonable doubt" and refuse to con; 
vict a stiir-quality celebrity who has 
long been a national favorite of both 
blacks and whites — and for the same 

.thing to happen attain after a retrial .

But leaks and legal games, iniima- 
lions of racism and hung juries don't 
necessarily add up to truth and “fair- 
ness.” No one is asking. "Will O.J. 
Simpson’s trial be fair.io Nicole

Let us remember that the rhetoric of 
this hostility has included calls to 
force out all Israels, even going so far 
as to evict buried Jewish bodies from 
their graves. And let us not forget 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
leader Yasser Arafat, who is grum- 
bling about possibly losing his clout 
with the Israelis because of the Jordan- 
Israel agreement. He's made trouble 
before and could do so again. 

Americans arc often too quick to ac- 



cept declarations by foreign leaders 
whose record would be suspect in an 
American. Would a former Ku Klux 
Klan member involved in the bombing 
of'black churches be instantly accept- 
ed as genuine when he announced he 
would no longer make war on blacks? 
If Charles Manson wanted to date 
your daugliier., could you be satisfied 
with u signwJ pledge he would treat 
her well? 

King 1 Iu.ssein is neither a Klansmmi 
nor a Charles Manson. but four years 
ago he backed Iraqi dictator Saddam 
Hussein, who was raining Scud mis- 
siles on Israeli civilian targets and 
whose occupation troops were terror- 
izing Kuwait. One might have wished 
a declaraiibn 'f?om King Hussein that 
he regretted that alliance (and his past 
record of offering sanctuary to terror- 
ists who imacked Israel from Jordan!- 
aij ,sojl). coupled with an announce- 
rricrtt oHiow differently he now views 
Jews and the stale of Israel. Perhaps 
that will come. One can hope. 


There is another reason, for caution. 
King Hussein, like all leaders of Arab 
states, docs noj head a democratic 
government. Th6 assassination tradi- 
tion in the Middle East is long, Should 
a terrorist slay him, there is no assur- 
ance that whoever followed him to 
power would honor any agreement he 
signed. Egypt was fortunate to have 
Hosni Mubarak step in when Anwar 
Sadat was assassinated. No other Arab 
nation eould expect such an orderly 
transition in similar circumstances. 

Douglas Fciih. a deputy assistant 
secretary of defense and a Middle East 
speeialist on the While House Nation- 
al Security Council staff in the Reagan 
Administration, lias vyriuen wor^ 
worth repealing: 

"•True peace, os opposed to a mere 
cease-fire oc'a balance of power, is 
bound up with concepLs of justice - 
that is. law and morality. It describes, 
for example, relations now between 
the United States and Canada, bui not 
relations during the Cold War between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. It has to do with altitudes of 
mind - with a mutual belief that each 
state has sovereign rights and o shared 
conviction that no party should take 
\Vliat belongs to another. The ultimate 
success of the current Arabdsraeli ne- 
gotiations, therefore, will hinge on • 


how they deal with the legal and moral 
essence of the conflict: the long-.stand- 
ing Arab legal and moral arguments 
used to oppose Zionism and Israel." 

Nations and their people can 
change. Germany and Japan ufc exam- 
' pics in this century, Sweden, whose 
armies once threatened Europe. is an- 
other. But the Middle East is different. 
Logic and historical analogies do not 
apply there. • 

Shalom. Salaam. Peace. Say and 
write the slogans and the blessings, 
but it should not be forgotten that Is- 
rael has never been the obstacle to 
peace, Jordan could have had a real 
peace agrecmcrii in 1948. but chose to 
align itself with other Arab states in a 
genocidal cabal to eradicate Jews from 
"Arab land." 

Israel has been the target of an effon 
by Arab nations to wipe it out. If Jor- 
dan now wants to make real peace be- 
cause it is exhausted by years of con- 
tention. fine. Israel nonetheless had 
belter not let its guard down, 

. Generations ofhatred, inflamed by 
some ofthc very leaders who have 
lately been in Washington talking 
peace and acceptance, are not instantly 
or easily put to rest.

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A hot, dry summer and lots of lightning keep Tom Dyer, Snake River Resource Area manager for the BLM's Burley District, 
busy keeping track of wild fires. 

Idaho fires strain BLM manager, crew

BURLEY - It's been a rough couple of weeks 
for Tom Dyer. . ' 

Lightning-sparked fires haVe-scared patches of 
his turf - which consists of about I piUlion acres of 
scrubby sagebrush and rolling hills in the Bureau of 
Land-Management's Burley District. 

Normally the Snake River Resource Area man- 
ager spends most of his time grappling with a con- 
stant stream of paperwork, but these days he's been 
fignting a more jangiblc enemy: Wildfire. 

Dyer surveyed nine blazes from the air Wednes- 
day. The veteran BLM leader sized up his oppo- 
nent, calculated how many firefighters he needed, 
decided whether to drop more fiome retardant, and 
positioned the rest of Ws limited resources. 

But his best cITorts pale in the face of nature's 
force, he conceded. 

By Friday, the strain was plainly visible. 

Hc'brought a box doughnuts for a tired crew of 
dispatchers and checked the districtwidc fire map 
in the BLM’s fire headquarters. The past 14 days 
and nights have been dcvoicd to nothing but fight- 
ing fires. One dispatcher even slept at the office. 

Friday! a fire raged over about 12,000-acres in Elc» 
valor Canyon, seven miles southwest of Molod near the 
Utah border. Planes pummclcd it with fire retardant 

Though it is on integral part of the southern Ida- 
ho’s desert ecosystem, fire also destroys homes, 
buildings, crops and forage.

Dyer takes things like that seriously. 

His office south of Burley is nearly vacant - 
most of his 40-membcr staff are in the field, fighl- 
ing fires. 

"It's a lot of gray hair." he mused. 

Caring for wild lands is something Dyer has al- 
ways wanted to do. over since he was a child grow- 
ing up in the small town of Fmitland. He has been 
on the job in Burley for 2'/: years as tin area manag- 
er. His tulf encompasses just under half of all lands 
in Cassia and Minidoka counties, as well as pans of 
Twin Falls. Power and Oneida counties. 

"I always wonted to get into forestry ever since I 
was a little kid.” Dyer said. "1 liked the mountains 
and the trees, and I was always fascinated by fire." 

But even in the heat of the fire season. Dyer 
can’t escape the other aspcct.s of lii.s job. He fields 
telephone calls from ranchers, telling him that graz- 
ing livestock on federal land is (he best possible 
form of fire protection. Other callers say that range- 
land reforms arc needed. 

The issue of grazing on federal lands is a divisive 
one - and Dyer tries to walk a fine line in middle. 

”We need to balance commodity interests such 
as mining, logging, and livestock with recreation to 
keep a healthy ecosystem.” Dyer said. "The key is 


managcnKnt and trying lo use the. best science we 
con. 

“It’s hard because there are more diverse groups, 
and the West is growing.” Dyer said. ’’(I’cople) 
move <0 the West becouse of the wide-open spiices. 

"Everybody has a way they would like lo sw it 
in their mind.” he said. 

Dyer ha.s brought pcnqicctivc and insight to the 
business of public land management. Tlic affable 
42 -year-old earned four bachelor's degrees - in 
forestry, range science, geology and geography - 
from the University of Idiaho and Nortltcm Arizunu 
University in the early 1970s. 

As a young man. Dyer planted seedling tree's for 
the U.S. Forest Sen/icc in Oregon. Ltitcr. lie fought 
fires for the BLM in Vale, Ore. 

Eventually, he moved to Mis.sissippi and Alaba- 
ma as a BLM coordirtator and planner, studying 
iiatural resources such as coal, oil and ga.s. 

"That was u long w.iys away for a guy from Ida- 
ho." he said. 

When the prospect of u transfer arose. Dyer leapt 
at the chance to return to his home loalc. He knew 
wtuil he wanted to accomplish in his new position 
as an area manager. 

He wanted to dcvclop^sirong tics with (he com- 
munity. He wanted everyone '.s opinion - from 
ranchers, to miners, to big-game hunters. 

Every year, new voices join the debate. Every 
year, Dyer’s job gets bigger. . 

"liic more and more deinand.s on us. the harder 
ii.is to respond in n timely manner.” Oyer said.

Police probe leai^s in Pocatello 
kidnapping-hostage scheme 


POCATELLO (AP) — Police con- 
tinued following up leads on Saturday 
in pursuit of three men and woman in- 
volved in a biztm kidnapping-hostage 
scheme in Pocatello. 

The four lured a half dozen promi- 
nent people in the community to a- 
commcrcial building throughout the 
• morning on Friday, getting them to 
show up on the premise that they 
would TC bidding on a fonner credit 
union building on the city's west side. 

Police Capt. Travis Wilhelm said the 
four grabbed the people as they arrived 
and .stripped and bound them. Wilhelm 
said they apparently intended to force 
their captives to withdraw money from 
their accounts at local bonks. 

Then tlie scheme fell apart early Fri- 
day afternoon when one of the kidnap- 
pers left the building with a hostage in 
the hostoge’s black Corvette. Instead 
of following instructions, the hostage 
crashed the car into a building site, 
jumping out Just before the impact and 
running to the nearby First Imersiatc 
Bank where he asked employcc.s to 
call police. 


Tlie kidnapper also ran from the .ac- 
cident. apparently back to the hostage 
site to alert the others. They apparently 
used two of the hostages cars to escape 
because those cars were missing after 
the incident ended, authorities .said. 

The hostages, who were told .by their 
kidnappers to remain anonymous, were 
found by members of a special wciipons 
and tactics team. All were unharmed, al- 
though one man had a noose made of 
quarter-inch cable around his neck. 

Police say they arc planning to call 
the FBI in on the inve.stigaiion. 

Wilhelm quoted the hostages os say- 
ing their kidnappers were "waiting for 
one individual who would be killed.” 

The apparent ringleader js u white 
mule who calledTiimsclf Jerry Timbcr- 
mon, Wilhelm said. He is described os 
5 feet 10 inches toll, 17S pounds, in his 
mid*30s with short brown hair. A sec- 
ond man was 5 feci 6 inches, I4S-I50 
pounds. He is in his mid-20s, with pro- 
nounced cheekbones.

Census report: Idaho 
heith-care c^ts rising

BOISE (AP) — A new Census 
Bureau report underscores the escalat- 
ing cost ofhcalih core across the state. 

The rc^rt on Uic state's non-retail 
service sector shows, the money taken 
in by doctors and hospiuils in 1992 was 
up dramatically from the receipts they 
posicd.in 1987 — up much more than 
either the population or their payrolls. 

The new statistics arc the kind of 
thing that keeps fueling the public poli- 
cy debate over health care and the 
acccsstoiL 

A year ago. Gov. Cecil Andrus con- 
liaucd the health-care indastiy when Su 
Alphonsus Regional Medical Center in 
Boise sought taxpaycr-subfiidired financ- 
ing of a major expansion when the non- 
■ profit institution repotted a profit the pre- 
vious year of almost S12 million. He 
urged them to work with the state to 
check rising costs, but no progress was 
made during the lak le^aiive session. 

According to iHc Census Bureau. 
Idahoans, or. their insurancc compa- 
mes, paid doctors $434.5 million in 
1992, a nearly 57 percent from the 


S277.7 million flve years caiiicr. 

In the same time, the population 
increased 8.2 percent and there was cnly 
a 15 percent increase to 728 in the num- 
ber of doctors offices and clinics — m 
addition of under 100. The payrolls in 

ilxBc offices rose 1 8 pereent — 1» than 

800 new cmpkyccs — and thc.buIk,of 
that increase has been snee 199(X 

Hospitals showed much the same 
thing. Revenues from patients rose 1^ 
percent frCin under $67 million in 1987 
to $150.4 million in 1992. Hospital 
employees increased by just 46 pCT- 
ccni, reflecting to an extent the major 
expansions launched by some of the 
state's largest facilities. 

CounterbalanGiitf^osc increases 
was the significant increase in the use 
of home hcallh-carc services, which 
got a boost four years ago when state • 
lawmakers included personal care s»- 
vicc coverage under the Medicaid 
Program. Policy makefs maintain 
expandi^ use of cheaper home care 
can substantially reduce the need for 
expensive nursing home care.

BUHL — The words wash away like sand 
from a miner’s gold pan. leaving only the 
soft, bright stories. 

T.iWi the tale of a tinv Armenian gir|, the 
daughter of a servant in a big house in Con- 
stantinople, who would go sliding down the. 
bannister of the grand staircase when no one 
was watching. 

Or the'smnll boy, his father dead and his 
mother gravely ill with bronchitis, who 
trudged home through a sullen Minnesota 
winter's aflcmoon. forgotten at the gift ex- 
change at his church's Christmas pageant. 
On the dining room table, he found a little 
package, wrapped in brown paper.- 

Inside was an impossibly fnagile, bone- 
china demitassc cup that his mother had 
brought from Europe — dn odd present, for a 
9-year-old boy^ but her prized possession. 

"Shfc had no gift to give, so she gave him 
the best thing she owned," Teddy Keeton 
says. 

These are stories of Keeton’s own family, 
and of her husband, Ray's, gleaned from the 
hours between supper and bedtime when 
twice-told talcs arc told again. 

They glance off the consciousness of the 
, younger gcnl:rations,>people with places to 
■ go end people to sec, leaving only traces, 
like the fragments of a song. • 

And when the storyteller dies, so docs the 
story.' 

“Didn’t Grandma say something about 
that one time?" 

Keeton’s family is different. As an author. 
Journalist arid historian, she listens to ihi:. 
past with a tape-recorder or a Camcorder sit- 
ting at one elbow and the future at the other. 

’The 50-cent term for that is oral history, 
and among professional historians it's hotter 
than the latest Hitler diary. 

“The traditional approach to history has 
been to study great men," said Linda Mor- 
lon-Kcithley, who runs the the Ora! History 
• Center of the Idaho Historical Society. "But 
historians arc finding that ihey can tell the 
story better, and on a mor<^ human scale, by-. 
. talking to ordinary pco'plc.’’ 

Oral hiftoiy is acti^jlly older than the writ- 
ten variety, and it’s only been in the past 400 
years that historians have shunned it in favor 
of the lei-us-now-praisc-famous-mcn ap- 
proach. 

That began to change in the aftermath of 
World War II when millions of ordinary peo- 
ple worldwide had amazing stories to tell of 
their experiences. The first major contempo- 
rary historian to try it was Cornelius Ryan, 
whose 1961 book. ’'The Longest Day” was 
nothing more than a compilation of inter- 
views with survivors of D-Day. 

At about the same time, genealogy became 
popular and tape recorders became widely 
available, and a cottage industry of getting 
Grandma, Grandpa and Uncle Joe down for 
posterity was bom. 

“I run into a lot of people who still ask me, 
'Why bother?’ " Keeton said. ’’It may be true 
I that you’ll never listen to that tape again, but 
I if you don’t do it, it's lost forever.”

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Healing oasis 
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NEW, YORK (AP) — Al 4 p;in. on a.. 
Monday afternoon, two dozen teen-agers and 
young men arc leaning against the wall in a 
hallway outside. the obstetrles clinic at 
Cohimbia-Prcsbytcrian Medical Center, in one 
of New York City's most violent, drug-rav- 
aged neighborlKxxJs.' 

Two of the younginien wear beepers, the 
badge of the drug dealer. “It's for. business." 
one says. 

On the streets outside, fruit and vegoiabte 
sellers chat with customers. A sidewalk ven- 
dor sells brightly cdlored T-shiris. three for 
SIO. Spanish language signs outside a store- 
front advertise "Ititemaiional Calls." Whiie- 
jacketed men and women with stethoscopes 
stuffed into their pockets mix with delivery' 
men, shoppers and mothers pushing strollers. < 

This is Washington Heights, a neighbor- 
hood of 200.000 people, nearly all of them 
Dominicans. It is calm outside, but by the lime 
the young men leave the obstetrics cimic later 
tonight, that will change. 

At night, gunfire echoes throughout the 
'granite tenements, and the streets are a deso- 
late landscape ruled by thugs and dealers, 
some as young as 1 2 or 1 .1. 

Hie clinic has becotiic a safe place to go. a 
haven on Monday nights, for a growing num- 
ber Washington 'Heights' young men. 

' "Some of these guys are so lost. Tliey 'really 
are.” says founder and director Erucc 
Armstrong, a Ph.D. social worker al the 
Columbia Center for Population and Family 
Health. 

When it was established in HJS.*). the clinic 
was one of the first in the country to offer 
family planning services, and other medical 
help, to young men. Women had places to go 
for counseling^and ireaimcni. but men were 
ignored. And ll'tough a few other such clinics 
have since sprung up around the country, 
that's still bysically the case. 

"Men have been the silent panners." says 
• Jacqueline Darroch Forrest of the Alan 
Guttmacher Institute, a family planning 
research organization in New York. "We 
don't even have a term for men wlio are 
involved in pregnancy." 

Tlie clinic was established primarily to treat 
sexually ininsmitted diseases, to dispense binh 
control and to provide counseling. All of the 
young men get a dose of sexual counseling 
and leave with a paper lundi bag fi]ll of con- 
doms. 

But Annsirong aims for much more than 
that. "You always look at the whole person. 
You don't just kxik at the genitalia." he says, 
in his typically disarming way of phrasing 
things. 

Many of the young men carry guns or 
knives. A surprising number have survived the 
.murder of family members or close friends.' 
And tlie lure of easy money in the drug busi- 
ness is a constant temptation. 

Shortly before 5 p.m.. Armstrong bustles 
into the corridor where the young men are 
wailing, carrying three large boxes of con- 
doms and a slide-projector carousel stuffed 
with graphic images of infected genitals. One 
of his aides will use the slides later in a discus- 
sion of sexually tninsmitied diseases. 

Tonight. Armstrong expects a visit from a 
young man who has confided that he would 
like to be a cook, but doesn't know how to gel 
started. Amistrong promised to gel application 
forms from two cooking scliools. He is fret- 
ting. howcver. bccausc the forms haven't 
arrived. "I hope I don’t lose him." 

Because llic clinic can serve only a small 
fraction of those who need it. patients begin 
lining up more than an hour before it opens. 
Like Ollier young njen in doctors' offices on 
Fifth Avenue or m the suburbs, they seem 
uncomfortable. Some look down at their 
shoes. Otliers stare vacantly across the room. 
Toiigli and sman on the streets, in here they

Armstrong 
himself no longer feels safe walking three 
blocks from liis apartmeni lo the subway: he 
lakes a bus or a cab. 

Yci the young man with the Ix-eper seems 
reachable somehow. Armstrong's impulse is ' 
to help him. lioi hate him. But not tonight. 'Hie 
clinic is closing. It is nighttime in Washington 
Heights. Tlie young man willi the Ixeper has 
disappeared.

Q, The search for a preschool pro- 
gram for oiir 3-year-old has come 
down 'to a choice between one that 
'^-phtfslzerbeglnning^eadlngrand- 
ma^ skills and a more tradidonal one 
that stresses social sldUs'and creativi- 
ty.' We like the “feel” of the latter, but 
don’t want our daughter to be behind- 
whra she starts school. What are your 
thou^ts on this? 

A. Listen to your intuition and 
common sense. Although it’s certain- 
ly possible to teach a 3-ycar-old to 
read. add. subtract, etc., there is no 
reason to believe such instruction will 
Have any lasting benefits. 

In fact, many.'studics have con- 
firmed that the early gains achieved 
by such instruction have disappeared 
by the third grade. Other research 
suggests that premature reading 
instruction can contribute to later 
learning problems as well as a lack of 
interest in reading'. 



Mo'st children arc ready to begin 
learning to read by age 6. Until then. I 
recommend that parents seek out 
preschool and day care programs that 
give children ample opportunity to 
strengthen social, motor and creative 
skills. 

Q. What about letting a preschMlcr 
leant to read by watching educational 
programs like “Sesame Street?" 

A. In my estimation and the esti- 
mation of many educators. “Sesame 
Street" can not rightly be called "edu- 
cational." In the first place, there is 
no good evidence tliat programs of 
this sort contribute positively lo' thc 
later academic achievement levels of 


their young viewers. 

Second., a classroom is to "Sesame 
Street" like an apple is to a potato. 
•Ghildrcn-who.waidi_pmgramsjDhib — 
sort arc likely to come to school 
expecting teachers to .be. as. entertain^ _ 
ing as nig Bird. Tlic fact is. in or^r_ 
forkm education to be meaningful, it 
must involve hard work. So-called 
"educalional" children’s programs 
may be chiimiing. but arc one reason 
why today’s child comes to school 
expecting to be enienained. 

If you need funher convincing, just 
ask yourself: First, did you learn lo 
read in first or second grade, and do 
you cuirenily enjoy reading'.’

Aging boomers likely to give 
menopause higher profile

Baby Boomer women, one-half 
of that huge demographic bulge 
whose every lifcsiagc has translated 
inio societal .shifts — to say nolhing. 
of consumer frenzies — arc about 
to hit a new milcsionc: menopause. 

Which means that this oncc-taboo 
topic, like much else the Boomers 
have experienced in life, is about to 
rocket front and center in the media, 
the marketplace and the general 
consciousness. Already, it's in the 
comic strips, on television and ut 
your local book and video stores. 
Support-groups are being formed 
with .such names a.s "The Red Hot 
Mamas” and ’’The Fan Club." and 
menopause newsletters are taking 
off. 

Writer Gayle Sand has gone so 
far as to suggest that tlie hot flash 
will replace the cold war, if not as 
cockiaii-pany chitchat, at least as a 
topic of genera) interest. As she 
. puts it in her book "Is It Hot in Here 
,,or Is It MeV": "Menopause has 
arrived. Midlife has met the main- 
stream. Hormones Itave hit the 
heartland." 

And it's not just a subject iliai 
affects only women. For every 
female going through menopause, 
there almost always will be a hus- 


hand or a partner or a son or a male 
colleague or acquaintance who iqay 
find'himself dealing with the symp- 
toms or encountering it as a conver- 
sational topic or even just reading 
about it in the Sunday magazine. 

Consider the slieer numbers for a 
minute; in 1990. according to a 
U.S. Census Bureau report, there 
were 12.890.000 American women, 
between the ages of 45 and 54 — 
the usual age range for menopause, 
with the average Iwing 50 or .5 1 . 

By the year 2(K)(). the number of 
women in that age group is project- 
ed to rise to 18.477.000. an increase 
of 43 percent, By ilte year 2010. the 
number jumps again to 22.468.000, 
a walloping increase of nearly 75 
percent in a 20-year span. . ■ 

To look at the 2010 figure in 
another form, it would be as if the 
entire current combined populations 
of Mlitiois. Indiana. Iowa and 
Kansas were to undergo the same 
physical experience at roughly the. 
same lime. 

Given the massive numbers — 
and that Boomers are inordinately 
interested in and talkative about 
anyilting that happens to them — 
menopause seems certain to become 
one of the leading women’s health 
topics of the late ’90s and the early 
21st Century.

S ihtallcd chaotic phenomena arc those that, arc governed by simple, 
deterministic rules arid events (brokers buying and selling, hot air 
rising, heart cells beating), but that arc so sensitive to slight variations 
that they evolve into complex, unpredictable systems: the tumult of the 
stock market: a storm front; ora cardiac-rhythm disorder. Many 
researchers are now searching for ways to control chaotic systems and 
exploit their peculiar qualities. 

m Naval Research Laboratory 'physicisls Louis M. Pecora and Thomas C. 
Carroll have developed an ingenious system to scramble messages using 
chaos. It.ipvolves two identical machines, each with three 
chaos-producing sub-circuits whose signals are combined. Ordinarily, the 
sum of all three signals on each machine would bo different. But if the X 
signal from the first machine is led into the Y and- Z, circuits of the second 
machine, it will “drive" the system ipto a condition where the two 
machines are synchronized and produce the same output. 


■ Controlling chaos may work something like 
this: A pencil balanced on its tip could fall in 
any direction, but skill arid gentle jiggling can 
keep it upright. Such balancing acts (another 
example is ke,eping a marble centered on a 
saddle) show how small nudges can transform 
a system from a chaotic state to a stable one. 
Analogously, researchers hope to be able to

Ripken set to play in 2,000th straight game 

BALTIMORE (AP) — In recogni- 
tion of his unparalleled endurance on 
the baseball field, Lou Gehrig was 
affectionately known as The Iron 
Horw. 

Gehrig played in 2.130 consecutive 
games for the New York Yankees from 
1925 to 1939. a record that seemed 
unbreakable — until Cal Ripken came 
along. 

The 33-year-old Baltimore Orioles 
shortstop is scheduled to play in his 

• 2,000th strai^t game Monday night in 

• Minnesota, a feat no-other baseball 
player other than Gehrig has achieved. 

So what will thcy call Ripken? 

"1 think 1 would be uncomfortable 
with a nickname," Ripken said. "I don’t 
consider myself an 'iron man,' even 
thou^ some of the things I've accom- 
plished would lend themselves to a 
name like that. 

"Nicknames kind of sum up your 
identity. Maybe I haven't had a nick- 
name because it's not my style.” 

Ripken is content to simply show up 
for woric, do his job and go home to his 
wife and two children. He chooses to 
have his locker pressed into the far cor- 
ner of the Baltimore clubhouse, right 
next to an exit so he can elude reporters.

First, there is the matter of identify- 
ing the undersized second Story man 
who went through a tiny crawlspace 
filled with air conditioning ducts and 
insulation at Comiskey Park to gel into 
the umpires' dressing room' and tem- 
porarily lift the evidence. Cleveland, 
remember, is the same franchise once 
owned by the man who sent 3-foot-7 
Eddie Gacdel to the plate. 

Then, there is the question of exact- 
ly what Belle thought he was going JO 
accomplish if he indeed was corking 
his bat. The Indians slugger, who 
doesn’t say much in the best of times 
jind even less at moments like this, is 
not telling. It is interesting to note, 
however, that Belle had 26 home runs 
before his bat was confiscated and 
ci^t in 1 1 games without it. 

The folks at Louisville Slugger have

So 
why fool around with the wood? Adair 
thinks he knows. ^ ■ 

"Say you’re being p^d SI itiillion to 
hit .

you'ru hitting .225. Your liming is all 
messed up, but you love your boL So 
you drill a six-inch hole, fill it with 
cork, plug it. smear it with tobacco

While years ago only a couple of mort- 
gage companies would finance the homes, 
now he has handled mortgages through every 
bank and thrift and mo.st of the mortgage 
companies around. 

McKclvcy said the indusiry has changed 
because the quality of manufactured homes 
has evolved from the old narrow, block-style 
trailer buildings to a product now looking 
and feeling more like a normal sitc-butlt 
home. "In a matter of a few years wc went 
from ‘low-income’ to 'second-choice’ of the 
.(Consumer,” McKclvcy said. "I'm not saying 
we're as good as a custom-built home, but 
we're as good as a tnict home."

Survey: Family leave falls short 

Many businesses reluctantly accept new law granting family, medical leave

.CHICAGO — The Family and Medical Leave 
Act went into effcci nearly a year ago amid cheers ' 
and praise from labor and family and women’s ad- 
vocalcs. 

But proponents' talk today is far more subdued, 
now that they have assessed anecdotal evidence 
and iwo studies that show the act's impact has fall- 
Tfl^ofl of expectations. 

"Tliere are .significant numbers of people who'vc 
bencfiicd fmm it." said Ellen Bravo, executive di- 
rector' of DtoS. Tlic National Association of Work- 
ing Women. "But there arc still too few people - 
who know what their rights arc and too many em- 
ployers who arc violating the law or are themselves 
confused about it." . 

According to a recent yio.*? survey, only 54 per- 
cent of the 27.*> respondents h.nd received any infer- 
malion fri)n> their employers about the act — and 
many of them only after several requests — even 
though the Idw mandates employers to post such 
infonnuiion in the workphicc. 

The law. which went into effect Aug. 5. 199.1. 
requires all cotitpanics with a total of 50 employ- 
I ces', induding pan-timers, to grant 1 3 weeks of un- 
paid. job-guaruntecd leave for childbirth, adoption 
or illness of an employee ^r family member. Tlic 
law applies only «o employees who worked at least 
1.2.50 hoOrs'in the previous 12 months before ask- 
ing for leave.

The 9to5 survey also found that 63 percent of the 
respondents' who took leave experienced difficul- 
ties with employers. The advocacy group's surypy 
forms were distributed to all hot-line cullers with 
questions about the act. at workshops and meetings 
about the act and 9io5 chapters. 

Meanwhile, another .survey — of 300 employers 
by the University of California at Berkeley and 
William M. Mercer Inc. — reported that 40 percent 
failed to.comply with the law. Among the viola- 
tions were failure lo grant all 12 weeks of leave, 
discontinuation of health-care benefits and lack-.or 
job guarantees. 

The ’National Federation of Independent Busi- 
ness. whioir strongly opposed the act. said it has 
heard few complaints from members, and those 
that have called aN>ui it did so lo find out how to 
comply. Susan Benion-Powers. a partner at the 
Chicago' laiv fimi of Sonncnschcin Nuih' & Rosen- 
thal. said medium and large companies lhai have 
attended the firm's seminars on the act “arc eager 
to comply, mainly because they're worried about 
potential liability." 


While the 9io5 study goes lo lengths to point out 
that "in many cases implementation has been 
smooth apd effective, and many families have 
greatly benefited."- it prQvidcs-.somc examples of 
tlagranl violations of the law. 

• Tliere's the case of an engineer lil a Tampa hos- 
pital who told 9lo5 he was fired after a leave to 
care for gastroiniestihal problems even though he 
had accumulated 60 paid sick days. 

“When I applied for medical leave I was entitled 
io. I was given the runaround." he said. "Tlic com- 
pany told me 1 could use my paid accumulated 
days but didn't mention the FMLA. When 1 re- 
lumed to work after Using 43 paid days, I was ter- 
minated." 

Another respondent. Deborah Pollio. a former 
secretary. at a school for juvenile delinquents in 
Pennsylvania, said she faced "total retaUaiion'” 
when she requested u reduced schedule to care for 
her sick mother. "The first two supervisors came 
down on me in a meeting. Then one supervisor 
started an argument with me and then wrote me up 
terribly." Pollio'said. "I was then called to an exec- 
utive meeting and verbally reprimanded for things 
I didn't do. With the stress of my sick mother. 1 
couldn't lake it und quit." 

But. overall, the survey's resifdndciits spoke of 
less serious transgressions, in which employers 
were uninformed alwui the law or failed to notify 
.employees or obviously ignored the spirit of the 
law.

The new business was a big con- 
iribiiior to higher profits at many 
hanks l>ccaiisc they made more mon- 
ey on interest on the loans than they 
paid out in interest on deposits.

Small businesses were especially 
hungry for capital. Tlic National Fed- 
eration of Independent Businesses, a 
Washington-based group that repre- 
sents 600.000 s.imll businesses, said 
its surveys show that in June borrow- 
ing hit its highest level in five years. 

At Cleveland Heights. Ohio-based 
Gable Iqc.. booming business 
prompted Gable to seek a loan. 

Sales are up 30 percent from last 


year and the company is expanding 
statewide. Gable makes ramps and 
elevators for wheelduirs and con- 
verts vans for use by handicapped ' 
people. 

"Even if there's a small increase in 
loan rates, it'll be offset by the higher 
volume we'll do." said Gable. 

A small company with 30 employ- 
ees and around S3.5 million in annual 
revenue. Gable is dependent on 
banks for credit. Larger companies 
and big corporations can get fu^ng 
by raising money from pnfvatc 
sources or by selling new snares of 
theifistock. 

' Banks, in turn, like to make loans 
to small companies because intense 
Competition for big corporate loans 
has forced them to offer lower lend- 
ing ’rates. which narrows profit mar- 
gins. Loans to small businesses arc 
also profitable because, in addition to“ 
interest charges, such txjirowing usu- 
ally leads to other fee-generating ser- 
vices. 

To attract businesses like Gable, 
banks have created new products, 
such as Keycorp's new commercial 
mortgage loan for small businesses 
that has a variable rale, adjusted ev- 
ery five years.

Jobless numbers may hold rate hike key

This week will provide answers 
about whether the nation's job market 
is expanding quickly, and perhaps 
whether Federal Reserve Board 
Chairman Alan Greenspan intends to 
notch up intere.st rates further. 

The key is Friday's employment 
report for July. In June the jobless 
rale held steady at 6 percent, while 
the nation added 379.000 non-farm 
payroll positions, But Sung Won 
Sohn. chief economist for Norwest 
Corp. in Minneapolis, secs a less 
stellar pcrfomiunce for July. 

"I would expect the unemploy- 
meni rule to rise to 6.2 percent, and 
an addition to payrolls of only aboui 
130.000." said Sohn. who believes 
'recent statistics point to an economy 


that has begun to stow. 

Does that mean Greenspan will 
hold interest rates steady? "Not nec- 
essarily." Sohn said. "It is still possi- 
ble the Federal Reserve will boost in-- 
' icresl rales at any lime, as an insur- 
ance policy against inflation. One rea- 
son Mr. Greenspan may wish to act 
quickly is to gel this move over well 
ahead of the November election.". 

Investors who turn back the clock 
to 1991 .will be .setting the agenda for 
Monday's Treasury bill auction. In- 
terest rates on government debt con- 
tinue to push levels not seen in about 
three years, back to the days when 
George Bush was president and the 
nation wus'busking in the afterglow 
of Operation Dcijert Storm. At last 
week’s auction, ihrcc-momh Treasury 
bills yielded 4.43 percent and six- 


month bills yielded 4.83 percent. 
There is concern about additional 
supply, because on Wednesday the 
Treasury is supposed to announce 
plans to sell about S40 billion in 
three-. 10- and 30-year bonds the sec- 
ond week of August, in its quarterly 
refunding of the nation’s debt. 

On the heels' of reporting the 
strongest profits in their history, a 
hefty total of S4.6 billion, the Big 
Three autom-ikers Wednesday post 
aulo sales for July.

At the same lime, a Labor 
Department report shows that 
employers are putting more of 
the benefits load onto workers.

The Conference Board last 
week predicted a 4 percent 
average pay hike for non-exec* 
uiivc employees this year and 
in I99.S. the lowest increase 
since it began keeping such 
figures 19 years ago. 

Executive pay hikes will be 
held in an average of 4.2 per* 
cent this year and 4.3 percent 
next year, said the business* 
supported research organiza- 
tion in New York. 

In addition, the Labor 
■Depanmeni said wage-increas- - 
es averaged 2.4 percent annu- 
ally in major collcciivc*bar* 
gtiining agruenicnis concluded 
in the second quarter. 

The 2.4 percent was down 
from 3 percent annual increas- 
es in the previous contracts for 
an estimated 627.000 workers 
in construction, trucking, 
clothing and supemturkets. 

Lean pay increases, if any at 
all. may be one reason for the 
slight drop in consumer cunfi* 
dcncc reported by the 
Conference Board. Its con- 
sumer-confidence index 
slipped to 91.6 in June from 
92-5 in July, tlie organization 
said Tuesday. 

While adding to workers' 
frusiralion. such small pay 
increases should ease worries 
of economists fearful of infla- 
tion overheating the economy 
and businesses intent on keep- 
ing costs down as u prccauiion- 
ar>' competitive hedge. 

Tlie fear of inflution has con- 
tributed to four interest rule 
hikes by the Federal Reserve 
so far this year, and there arc 
widespread predictions of 
more hikes. 

Previously, as the economy 
recovered, wages tended to rise 
rapid^ as businesses tried to 
keep up with demand for goods 
and services. As a result, fixed- 
income investments and con- 
sumers’ buying power declined. 

In this recovery, businesses 
have bucked past patterns by 
lightly holding down costs while 
boosting worker productivity. 

••There's still no evidence of 
a mcaningfuV-inercasc in infla- 
tion at the wage level." said 
Robert Dedcrick. chief econo- 
mist at Northern Trust in 
Chicago. “Inflation is at most 
an incipient problem rather 
; than an actuality." 

Still the modest pay increas- 
es will bring little joy to the 
average worker. 

■‘Clearly large corporations 
arc still holding down wage 
increases, and cost_ reductions 
arc still on." said Swonk. 
Workers arc^ also shouldering 
more benefits costs, she added.

Q. I was told that since all IRAs 
are tax deferred until withdrawal at 
retirement ogc. that any withdrawal 
then, whether principal, interest or 
capital gain, will be taxed as ordi- 
nary income. If so, would 1 benefit 
from investing my IRAs in mutual 
funds that pay high dividends rather 
than growth ^ds that pay Utile div- 
idends and only increase in price per 
share? 

Also, docs the government tax me 
twice on my principal in the IRA. 
first as an ^tej-tax investment and 
then again as I withdraw my princi- 
pal ' at retirement? — H.M., 
Southfield, Mich. 

A. Investors salting away nioiicy 
into their IRAs needn't worry much 
about whether their gains arc the 
result of dividends or cupilal gains. 
s.ays Becky Sorenson, a persona! 
financial specialist with McDonald 
& Co. in Binningliam. Mich. 

Both of those means of huiUiing 
wealth are considercil when deter- 
mining a mutual fund's total return. 
Both fonus of income will he taxed 
the same way when it comes time to 
withdraw the money. Tlie main thing 
to concentrate on is picking funds 
with acceptable total returns. 

For investors with tO to .10 years 
before they will be wiilidrawing the 
money, that has meant nuitual funds 
that invest in sUKks,'

Sorensen suj|;esis selecting three 
different types of stock mutual funds'

If you have less than 10 years 
before you plan to withdraw’ some of 
the money. Soren.scn says select a 
balanced fund that invests in sUKks 
and bonds; or one or more bond 
funds. With less lime ahead, you 
want to minirin'/e the risk. 

.The govemmcni will not tax you 
twice on your IRA withdrawals. To 
avoid that will require s«)nic book- 
keeping. 

Individuals covered by a relirc- 
ment plan wlio earn more than 
S3.S.()()(). or more than SSO.IXK) for 
those married filing jointly, may 
only make non-dcduclible IRA con- 
tributions. 

There is an IRS tax form (Form 
8606) you or your lax preparer must 
fill out each year to document non- 
ilcductible comribulions. 

When it comes lime to withdraw 
ihJ nmney.hhe IRS will expect you 
to pay tiix on just the portion of your 
distribution that was not previously 
taxed, such as earnings or interest. 

For example, if your IRA was 
worth SI. 000. and $400 was the 
result of nun-dcduclible contribu- 
tions. and you withdrew the enliro- 
S 1 .(KK). you will only pay tax on the 
S600 IRA earnings. 

Because you've alrc.idy paid the 
tax on the contributions, they will be 
income tax-free upon'withdrawal. 

If this sounds like, a lot of book- 
keeping and a big headache ~r 
vou'rc right. 

However, check with your mutual 
' fund comp.my. A growing number 


of them keep track of deductible and 
non-deducttblc contributions and 
eaming.s. 

Q. When my two sons were bom, I 
purdiased shares' for them in a stock 
mutual fund and I continue to make 
periodic contributions. My children are 
2and4. 

I want them to recognize their 
annually because those gains are less 
than a year. Accumulated gains 
could haunt them later when they 
redem die shares. 

Is- it legal and'ethieal to request 
that the 6^ sell the shaiu aiid ^en 
repurchase them for the sole purpose 
of tax avoidance?

However, it could get complex. 

If you sell ilie siiarcs at a gain, you 
may buy them back the next day. You 
musi rcpr^rt the gain on your income 
taxes each' year. But if tite gain is less 
thtin $600. and the account is in your 
children's Social Security number, that 
money is exempt from taxes. 

If. nowever. you sell the shares at u 
.loss some years, and declare llic loss 
for tax purposes, you must wait 31 
days before you may buy the exact 
invcsimcni back. Hurt's to prevent peo- 
ple from getting a lax break by selling u 
security ntcrely to a tax break and 
buying it righ^back. 

But in years when tlie fund may have 
a loss, there's no point in selling off 
shares since because i.s no taxable gain.

Is there 
any medical validity to them? And is 
there anything we, in today’s high-tech 
world, can leam from the way our 
great-grandmothers treated illnesses 
and ailments? 

We scoured the medical, nutrition- 
al and beauty communities for some 
commonly used home remedies. Sur- 
prisingly, we found that many medical 
experts had their own favorites, which 
they used along with traditional med- 
ical therapy. Here, then, is our list of 
popular everyday answers to ailments 
from the common cold to PMS to skin 
problems. Caution: No home remedy 
can replace sound fnedicol treatment, 
especially for serious illnesses. Always 
consult a doctor first 

HOT AND SPICY 
TREATMENTS FOR COLDS 

D oting mothers have long used 
chicken soup to treat the common 
cold. And the steaming, flavorful 
medicine seemed to work. But why? 
Scientists were curious whether the 
broth of chicken soup really contained 
some ingredient that alleviated the run- 
ny nose, fever and congestion associ- 
ated wi^ colds. Dr. Stephen Reimard 
of the University of Nebraska Medical 
Center put his own mother's chicken 
soup to the test. Scientific evaluadons 
showed that the soup contained active 
biological ingredients that may reduce 
the b^y's inflammation response. And 
garlic added to the soup may give it 


important bacte- 

ria-flghting proper- 

tics. Allicin, the sub- 

stance that gives garlic 

its powerful flavor, is simi- . 

lar to a European drug used to ex- ^ 

pel mucus and has been shown to 1 

be quite effective in fighting colds. 

To clear a cold’s congestion and 
the buildup of phlegm, Jean Caiper, ' 
aformerseniormedicalcoirespon- i 
dent for CNN and the author of ^ 
many books on nutrition, most re- 
cently Food — Your Miracle Medicine, 
favors hot sauces such as Tabasco. 
Twenty drops of the sau6e (of “until 
you can feel it") in a gloss of tomato 
juice. Carper says, can make breath- 
ing easier. 

For sore throats, Dr, Woodson Mer- 
rell, the^rector of a course in alterna- 
tive medicine at Columbia University's 
College of Physicians & Surgeons, uses 
a peroxide gargle. He mixes one part 
peroxide with three ports water and 
gargles several times a day. According 
to Dr. Merrell, diluted peroxide acts 
as an antiseptic, killing most patho- 
genic microorganisms in the throat. 

And Ann Louise Gittlemon, a for- 
mer nutrition director of the Mtikin 
Longevity Center in Santa Monica, 
Calif, fights off her colds with a drink 
made of two teaspoons each of apple-' 
cider vinegar and honey in a large glass 
of water. According to Gittleman, when 
taken three times a day, this mixture 
creates an acid environment that in 
hibits the survival of nasty cold germs.

THE SOOTHING POWER . 
OF WITCH HAZEL f 

A mong the most common but little 
tolk^ about ailments, ore hemor- 
rhoids. which afflict everyone from 
pregnant women to the elderly. Witch 
hazel often can be the answer to those 
painful flare-ups, says Dr Norman 
Sohn,n colon and rectal siirgeon 
at New York's Lenox Hill Hospi 
tal. Dr. Sohn recommends first 
silting in a worm bath. 

The warm water can 
ease the pain of he 
morrhoids while 
increasing the 


flow of blood to the area to help shrink 
swollen veins. Follow the bath with 
applications of cotton balls soal^ in 
chilled vritch hazel. The witch hazel will 
cause the blood vessels to contract. 

A REdPC FOR ULCERS 

F or (hose who suffer from ulcers, re- 
lief may come from a rather un- 
usual source. Cabbage has been 
! found to have ulc^-heoling properties. 
Some experiments done in the 1950s 
by Dr. Gomea Cheney, a professor at 
Stanford University's Scl^l of Med- 
icine, showed that a quart of fresh cab- 
bage juice taken every day not only 
can relieve pain but also can help heal 
both gastric and duodenal ulcers qmck- 
'iy and effectively. Researchers found 
that gefamote, a compound in cabbage, 
appeared to strengthen the stomach 
lining's resistance to acid actadu. The 
same compound is used in anti-ulcer 
drugs to help cells spin out a mucus 
barrier that shields against acid at- 
tacks. Gefamaie also can rejuve-

HAD A MUCH HARDER ' 
dme arranging a meet- 
ing with Carl Robins 
than my predecessor had 
when PARADE inter- 
viewed him two decades 
ago. Then. Robins was 
easy to find. He was a ' 
habitual offender sery- 
ing a life sentence in 
prison os a result of three 
felony convictions in Texas. 

Back then, Carl Robins was nearly . 
40 years of age and bad spent almost 
half his life behind bars. He thou^the 
might never be free. He hoped his sto- 
ry would help to keep some young 
people from repeating his mistakes. 

Robins svrote to us again last year, 
this time on the official stationery of 
the Texas Employment Commission, 

• to tell us he was now the spokesman 
for Project RIO (Re-Integration ofOf- 
fenders), the only state-funded pro- 
gram of its kind in theU.S. that helps 
former iiunates find jobs and start pro- 
ductive lives. He wanted to tell j^ple 
thfit, no how badly you fail, you 
can make a comeback. He proved that 
in his own life, and now he is helping 
■ others to prove It as well. 

We met at a restaurant in a fashion- 
able Fort Worth hotel, but I wanted to 
see Robins at work, to find out if his 
efforts could really make a difference 
to other ex-conwcts. So we went to the 
Tfcxas Employment Comnussion build- 
ing, where I asked some cx-inmaics 
what the program meant to them. 

“On my own. I was striking out," 
Rell Angton, 40, told me. “They helped 
me with my presentation, with rdsurn^-' 
writing and with explaii^g my past to 
my two employers.” With RIO’s help, 
Angton rose ^m a clerical job in a 
retail store to two managerial posi- 
tions. He recenUy lost his job due to an 
^uto aemdent, and RIO has stepped in

A gain to help Angton find work. 

To Johnny Rendon, a supervisor af 
Project RIO in Fort Worth, the program 
makes good economic sense. “It costs 
us on average, to place someone 
in a job,” said Rendon. 'It costs $44,000 
a year to keep someone incarcerated.” 
Fort Worth is one of 88 Texas cities 
that participate in the program. 

Project RIO enrolls inmates m high 
school equivalency (GED) and job- 
tiaining programs. It also arranges to 
have their Social Security cards, birth 
certificates and other necessary pap^ 
waiting for them upon release and in- 
• forms prospective employers before- 
hand of their parole status, to avoid 
awkward moments in interviews. Since 
its inception in 1985, the program has 


placed 73,257 ex-inmates in jobs with 
15,000 Texas employers. Fewer than 
200 have been reported for theft or oth- 
er nonviolent misbehavior in the work- 
place, and more thM 70% have suc- 
ceeded in holding jobs long-term and 
staying away from crime—about twice 
as good as the normal recidivism rate. 

A confirmation of RIO’s success is 
the fact that officials from 30 other 
states have inquired about it. Part of 
that success is due to the project’s en- 
couragement: holding woric^ops that 
teach ex-inmates how to dress, act, 
speak and write a r6sum6; making the 
' Texas Employment Commission’s en- 
tire database of job openings available 
to them; and convincing would-be em- 
ployers to take a chance on inmates 
who want to improve themselv^. Its 
j success, offimals concede, also is due 
J. to the fact that participants generally 

* are not from the bottom of the barrel. 

“These are not violent criminals and 
;■ child-murderers,” Robins said. “And 
1 they want to find work.” 

And part of it is due to Carl Robtns 
; himself. “By the time I was 16, 1 was

It took Robins 20 years to turn his 
J life around. “Suddenly, in my early 
e 40s, I felt ashamed,” he told me. He 
s was determined to make something of 
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himself. “I started taking courses," said 
Robins. "In the ’70s. I got into 12-stcp 
programs for drugs and alcohol." Rob- 
ins earned his GED and all but four 
credits of a bachelor’s degree. Then, 
in 1980, came the experience that com- 
pleted his transformation. 

Robins received word that his adop- 
tive father was near death. “1 had a 
warden named Lloyd Hunt, bl^s his 
heart," he recalled. “He stuck his neck 
out and gave me a three-day furlough 
to be with my father." In fact, his father 
lived to see him become a ftee man. 
But the furlough was a milestone for 
Robins: He repaid the warden’s trust by 
becoming a model prisoner, i. 

That first furlougB led to 1 1 more. 
Still, Robins was far from freedom. 
Between 1977 and 1982, he was turned 
down for parole six times by a panel 
that included a former corrections of- 
ficer known for his tou^ line on career 
criminals. ‘‘After the sixth time I was 
turned dovvn, I just cried," said Robins.

‘‘Then I asked God for help." 

In 1983, he came up for parole again 

and his old nemesis was there once 

more. ‘‘He loldmc. ‘You’re my. mercy, 
case this year, but if you ever corric back, 
your life is over,’ ” recalled Robins. 

After 27 years behind bars, Robins 
. has been clean, straight and sober for 
more thanadet^e.In 1991, Gov. Ann 
Richards of Texas issued him a par- 
don. "I just wanted to vote once be- 
fore I died," he said. 

For most of his lime on the outside, 
Carl Robins has worked with former 
inmates. For seven years, he has been 
with Projea RIO. I asked why he stayed 
in this work. “I owe a lot of people," he 
said. ‘‘Reladves, prison guards, people 
who helped me. Most of them are dead. 
This is my way of paying them back." 

In the hotel restaurant where we met, 
Robins had been a model of decorum 

articulate, polite and dressed as well 

as any of the business people at the 
other tables. But when 1 watched him 
meet with a group of ex-inmates from 
Project RIO, I saw a different side of 
him. He took off his tailored jacket and 
rolled up a shUt sleeve to reveal an arm 
covered with a garish array of crude- 
ly made prison tattoos. 

"That scares people,” Robins told 
them. "You have to dress. look, act and 
talk like the people you want to hire 
you." The ex-convicts hung on his 
every word. It was clear that Carl 
Robins had moved beyond the world • 
of prison tattoos. And it was clear to his 
listeners that, if he could do it, they 
could do it loo. ®
